this L earning. For he died before the thirty third year of his Age 
And what Experience in ſo Abſtruſe an Art conld be attain unto in 
fo ſhort a time, had all his years ( ſince bis Judgement began lo take 
place) been imployed in this Study ? ſurely very little! Many can 
talke of Robin Hood, that cannot ſhoot in his Bow, Dwatts can- 
»ot tak off Giants Caps. Falſhood may be dre? np in as fine words, 
9s Truth : and « Painted Courtezan may ſometimes look more - 
Glaring, than an excellent Native Beauty ; at leaſt to common 
Eyes.— Let our pretended Refuters ſhew us their Experiences 
they would convince us by, and if upon examination we cannot 
clear our ſelves, we will ſubmit. But we expe then that They will 
do the like : That is but Reaſon. Picus was a Learned Man and a 
great Rhetorician, and had read and wrote much ſor his time ; but 
that is not enough to make an Altrologer. This Noble Man had an 
afflited Mercury, which made his Study in ſuch Arts his Diſeaſe, 
zot hjs Delight : And ſuch a Native can never be a true Servant or 
Votary to Divine Urania. Sextus ab Heminga, was « very ſevere 
and ſywer Enemy to the Stars, and Truths of Aſtrology + yet the 
Learned Morinus Fhyſician to the King of France, is not affraid to 
pronounce Him therein a very Jg102ant Fellow, and one that un- 
derfiood Nothing of the Science be went about to Refute. Mr. John 
..._ Chambers wrote bitter and Sarcaſticel Diſcourſe againſt this Art : 
"Fe was Learnedly and Mildly anſwer d by Sir Chritopher Hey- 
don, which Book, when he ſaw, and therein found his Sapleſs So- 
- Phiſtry refuted 3 he replyed not, but ſoon aſter died. If

If my Antagoniſt will only pretend to op} Errours pref3i- 
ced nnder pretence of this Art, and keep to That; He, and ], are 
at Unity ; and can never differ at all, I am naturally a lover 0 
Truth, and ſo much do I abhominate and abhor Falſhood, that I 
can, and frequently do, fall at odds with my (elf, when at any time 
T happen to diſcover an Errour in my Judgement, although my Aim 
and Deſign be nothing but the Truth, I am better pleaſea when peo- 
ple tell me of my Miſtakes ( ſo they do it not upbraidingly) than if 
they gave me Money : and do really lament my misfortune in not 
knowing better, and blame my over haſiineſs, or negligence in not 
minding beiter the Rules which I ought to follow, And no man 
can be guilty of Frrours in A\ltrology, but upon One of theſe 1wo 
Grounds. The Caleſtial Clock-work always goes True, rhough, by 
reaſon of Humane Frailty we do not always truly obſerve it. 

This excellent Art of Aſtrology, (though my Antagoniſt thinks 
it be now near its Vertex, an4 therein allows ſome Truths to be diſ- 
cover'd by it, though in other caſes allows it no Kin to Truth at all : 
(Let hin anſwer for that) is, God knows, but very darkly and ob- 
ſcurely underflood The greateſt of our Knowledge iz theſe Cx- 
leſtial Speculations, 2 the leaſt part of what we are Ignorant. And 
that part of it which is known to us ( ſuch is the misfortune of all 
Mankind ſince Adam's Tranſzreſſwon) we too often apply to a 
wrong purpoſe, and by our negleF, haſte, or ignorance, Club to our 
own Deceptions. We frequently Cheat oxr ſelves with a Non-caule, 
inſtead of a True Cauſe. We too commonly give Judgement nnder 
Croſs Alcendants, without conſideration, and ſo bring diſparage- 
went unto our (elves and Art together. 

But is not all Mankind liable to be impoſed upon by the Spirit of 
Deception ? Doth not the ſame misfortunes attend all other Arts 
and Sciences? It nouldundo the Þ earned Grammarian, ſhould he 
be compell'd to 'Flead to all the Actions that PPilcian might bring 
__ him in a year. Jes ! though he had a favourable Jury, and 
choſen out of his own Fraternity too +, if (like our late Alſociators) 
They, ta Perjure themſelves, did not return an Tanozamus. The 
exaF Logician doth ot atways Prove.

$. 5. This Task I alſo found incumbent upon Me for another 
Reaſon; For when1 remembred that I had now been # Stndent 
m Afrohgy more than Thirty years, and had nearly as Many 
(as well as I was able ) defended it; and knowing thatGreat is the 
Truth, and it mnſt prevail, even againſt the moſt Towering Anta- 
goniſt ; 1 could not be eaſily brought to believe thoſe things-to be 
Falſe, which by Experience had {o often proved otherwiſe : Eſpe- 
cially when | had taken nothing upon Truſt, nor credited' any 
thing becauſe Ftolomy and Cardan (aid lo, but becauſe by a con- 
ſtant Experimental proof of their DoGrine, I found they had 
ſpoken True, Therefore it is that I elteem my ſelf engag'd to 
give this Opponent, and the World together, (to which: allo He 
hath render'd Ale accountable) as clear Satisfa@ionto thefe things 
I ſtand chargable with, as I am able: In the doing whereof, I 
hope to acquit my (elf of having broached or maintained either 
Paradoxes, or plain Falſhoods under the ſpecious pretence and 
Gmarrenty of Aſtrological Truths. 
| &.6. As for this Learned Gentleman's impugning ſundry of 
the main Principles of the Art, I hold not my (elf concern'd at

257. of (pmetomantia, this Author is pleaſed to 
fall Fox! upon the DoFrine of Genitures (mp DIANA indeed /) 
taxing it as liable to Fraud and Deceipt. In this Pe hath neither 
injur'd-Me, rior the Trath ; for there 1s no Science in the World 
that can boaſt of its being free from either: No, not Divinity. 
But not thus content, He is pleaſed tofall roughly upon Me by 
Name, citing ſome pallages out of my ColleFion of Genitures, 
which He thinks gratifies his hamour anJ defign in dealing with 
Me: but how juſtly, and with what fair ſhew of Reaſon, (will, 1 
hope, by God's Bleſſting,) (oon appear. 

$. 8. This Do@rine of Gexitures (by the way) is the moſt Noble, 
Worthy, an. Delightful, of all the parts of Aſtrology 3 and hath 
in all Ages had many Great, Wiſe, and Learned Favourers and 
Defenders And good Feaſon there is for it, {ince it is daily 
demonſtrated, by freſh Experiences, to be True and certain, in 
the various Accidents and Fortunes (good Reader be not offen- 
ded at the word) attending on Humane Kind : I wiſh all the 
other Parts thereof, were as well and as truly underſto2d, 

$- 9. The Great Oracle of this preſent Age, (though lately 
Deceaſed, I wrth I could not tel{ the News) The excellent Author 
of Religio Medici, hath given his ſuffrage for it; and on its behalf, 
thus Learnedly and Modeſtly Argues.+— © Ie need not libour with 
* 6 many Arguments to confute Judicial Aſtrology; for if there be 
% 2 Truth therein, it doth not injure Divinity. If to be born under 
® Mercury diſpoſeth ws to be ity, under Jupiter to be Wealthy, I do 
* not owe « Knee unto thoſe, but unto the Merciful hand that h.th 
* order d my indifferent and uncertain Nativity unto ſuch benevelent 
&« AſpeFs. Rel. Med. Sect. 18. And, as if God had infpir'd rhis 
Excellent Man with one of his greateſt Truths, the very par- 
tinlar verity here impugned and contended zgain(t by my Arta- 
goniſt 5, Sect. 23 He moſt wy aud happily predi&s, and that

11. What if divers Aſtrologers happen to have differeat 
Opinions upon the ſeme Horoſcope * This doth no more annul or 
Deftroy the Trath of the Dof@rine of Genitures, then the (everal 
Judgements of ſxndry Lawyers upon the ſame ( aſe, or Statute, 
does impugne or invalidate the Law. Bradſhaw, Doriflaus,( ok, 
Harriſon,8&c- (thoſe ſad wretches) underſtood BraGor, Fleta, &c. 
all in a Repwblicar ſence, whereby our late Glorious Sovereign 
(with many of His Nebi/zty, and other of His Faithful Subje&s ) 
was barbarouſly Murdered, But the Learned Forfter, Mallet, 
Bridgeman, Palmer, Finch, 8c. Interpreted them in favour of 
the King and Monarchy, by which means Rebe#ion hath been pu- 
niſhed, and the Church and State ſupported. Veritas ei Una, (ays, 
the Excellent and Reverend Biſhop of Salisbary, in his Sermon at

$. 12. Theologers do alfo vary in their Commentaries and Expo- 

ons On ſeveral places of Scriptzre 3 Raiſe ſeveral Doctrines of 
different Natures from the ſame Text : as was evident in the Lear- 
ned Stillingfleet's Sermon, called the Miſchief of Seperation : and 
the Oppoſition he receiv'd to it from five ſeveral angry Antagoniſts.

Hickringill hath prov'd both from the 7zlpit and in Print ; tho* 
fince indeed he hath been Azomalows in ſome things, though the 
comfort is he doth not perſiſt. 

6. 13. If then it be ſoclear, plain, and fan-like a Truth, that the 
Nobleſt and moſt uſeful Sciences, or Myſteries, are liable tor ] rand: 
and Deceipt (1 will keep to this Learned ObjeFors words) and yet 
in themſelves are not the worle or leſs ſerviceable to Mankind. 
Why ſhould Airology, and therein the Dofdrine of Genitures, be 
rendred the leſs worthy or uſeful, or yet thought more cheaply of,.

Fromote wo Bills of 
Excluſion againſt Legitimate and long Experienced Truths; lealt 
the Honour of him who guides 4r@xrw and his Sos, be thereby 
Eclipſed, and the native Glory and Influences of the Stars, by 
ſuch Artifices come tobe darkewed. Mex may erre, the Stars can: 
not; let not the rt ſuffer for the errour, ar inſufficiency of the 
Artiſt. "Tis unreeſonable, 'tis unjuſt. 

$. 14. But, to be ingenious, I will confeſs that among the many 
things which I have publiſhed to the Warld, I may not poſlibly 
have performed all of them with an eqzal warineſs: (Shew me 
that Author that ever did ſo !') and am very gladif at any time [ 
meet with ſt) much (Gvility from anyGentleman,Scbollar,or Artiit, 
as togive me a kind and friendly notice thereof, tliat I might 
thereby be taught to avoid the like misfortune for the future. I 
am not Obftinete in Opinion 3 yet can, and dare firugg/e hard tor

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a Trath. But am moſt certain, whatever it bein my Nature (by 
reaſon of Adams tranſgreſiion) it is not in my //// to promote 
Exror: and no Man can chuſe his Temper or Complexion. 

6, 15. I had Jupiter 1n dagitary at my Birth, and the Avon in 
bis Domal Dignities, in. a benigne Sexeils of Mercury, and Trine 
to the Lord of my Horoſcope. And'to the Honour of God, and 
Credit of Aſtrology, 1 can very juſtly fay, that I abominate Fraud 
and Falfpood both in my ſelt and others; as thoſe poſitions natu- 
rally incline. T Honour the Truths of God and Nature wherever [ 
find them + and, methinks, when I] meet therewith either in Marx 
or Book, I can ſcarce forbear paying a reſpect, even to Adoration; 
the Image of God (in my Opinion) being there; and, Magna eff 
veritas. And if at anytime I have been to unhappy as unwaryly 
to promote any thing thatJooks ike [raud or Deceipt, my Hf ill not 
conſenting thereunto, 1 own it a Fault to be repcnted of.

- & 16. But here, by the way, I mult premiſe, That if in the Art 
I Study, there ſhould happen to be any Falſe Principles ſhuffled 
in, and inhabit among the many 7rze Ones, and that I have un- 
wittingly imbibed any of them, not diſcovering them to be ſuch; 
(for Truth hath its Connterfeits as well as Coin,) I hope I ſhall not 
therefore, by Men of Learning and Reaſon, be elteemed a wil 
ful abettor to Frrour and Falſhood. For to ſuffer ſuch Cerſure upon 
ſo poor and weak a ground, would conclude Coffs and Dama- 
ges againſt all Y/riters in any Faculty whatever. What Science is 
there free from Errouyr £ Or what Man dares to call himſelf a 
Maſter of 7zuth,/or PerfeFion in any one Faculty ? We are only 
Men, and muft own Str. Parts Motto, Scimas ex perte, The fore- 
named excellent Prelate, in his admirable Sermon on the Myſteries 
_ of the Goſpel, moſt truly tells us, — The Notions of Truth and 
Falſhood lie more abſtruſe than thoſe of Good and Evil, and Men 
are more apt to be deceived intheir wit, than in their honeſty. p. 14. 
And in p. 26. of the ſame Sermon, He moſt juſtly exclaims, — 
Even in Geometry end Arithmetick how many things are forcibly 
concluded to be true, which are inexplicable, un-immaginable, income - 
prehenſible. And again, — No Truths are ſo liable to miſtakes and 


Prejudice, as the profeſſedly Myſterious. p. 14. ut auie-— In cu- 
rious 
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rious Speculations it is very eaſy to Frre,and tobe impoſed upon: 
And of all Liberal Sciences, Aitrology is the moſt Myſterioag. It is 
called a Secret Art, although it be now (o pablickly Diſputed, Pro- 
teſled. 

Q. 17. I was Condemer'd by my Stars (God lo permitting it) to 
be an enquirer into Afrology: The Moon and Mercury were 
both Subterranean, and in Friendly ſpe at my Geneſis; and asl 
have been convinc'd of any Errors 1n that Knotty and Z'ifficult 
Science, | have abandon'd them, as may +be feen in ſeveral TradFs 
which I have publiſhed to the World, viz. Britains Royal Star; 
Nancius Aſtrologicus ; Obſequiuzs Rationabile ; The Juſt and Tiows 
Srorpioniſt, &c, Nor ſhall I fail to follow the ſame courſe for the 
future; and asI diſcover any thing therein, really Rotten and 
Unſound, will not be affraid or aſham'd to own them, and make 
them known. But, I muſt aſfume the Liberty to tell the World, 
that what my LearnedOpporent hath laid at my Door for an Error, 
Fam lo far from ſeeing, or knowing it to be ſuch, that I doubr 
not (by God's a(liſtance) to evince it the contrary, by plain and 
well grounded Experience, (tor that is the Foundation whereon I 
chiefly build) and that-to His and the Worlds Satisfaction.

. $ 20. Theyear it felf is govern'd by the Cardin: Signs, or 
Ports of Heaven. The Moveeble beaſts of the Church depend up- 
-on'the FquinoFinmVcrnum, the grand Cardinal Foint of all. The 
Church begins its 7eer at or about the Verneal Equinex. Ny, God 
hath hononred the Cardinal Points of Heaven, by diſpenſing his 
greateſt bleſſings and benefits unto the world under them ; and 
thus in the time of the Zaw, as well as Goſpel. The Jews Paſehs, 
and their Feaſts of Azymes, and Tabermacles were appointed tobe 

Celebrated under Cardinal Signs. God fent his own dear Son (our 
Bleſſed Saviour) into the world, and permitted him to ſuffer or 
the Croſs for our Sins, both under Cardinal Signs. The greateſt 
AQions of the world depend upon EquinoGial and Jolſtitial 
Points, viz. Aries, Cancer, Libra, Capricorn ; and if inſtances of 
Mens Births may paſs for proof (and I know no reafon why they 
ſhould not) I could produce a Meltitnde to confirm it. 

$. 21, Now knowing it to be purely rational for us, from a con- 
ftant experience of an Ef:&,to conclude the cauſe thereof Aphoriſti« 
callytrue , and that Prolomy, and all other Afrologers have made 
their Aphoriſms from a continued Obſervation of the Traths they 
contain, and ſo wrote Probatum's on them.

And thus the Learned ( hildrcy, (my 
late worthy Friend) Prebend of Salizbxry hath truly termed WY. 
C apricorne the conception of Vegitabl:s, and V. Aries the b'r:h 
of them. Jadag. Aſtrol. p 13. Se. 26. And ſuitably we lee 
S. Cancer to be the Perfection and Glory of them; and to =, 
Libra we molt realonably and juſtly attribute their d:cay. And 
this is of ſo conſtant, certain, and undoubred verity, that every 
Tear gives us a freſh Demonitration thereof, and no man that 
hath his Sences ſerviceable unto him, will offer once to deny it. 
The Learned Voſſzus, who is willing to exclude Starry Influences, 
yet affirms, Thai the greatei# motion of the Winds and Tides are 
obſerved about the Equinoxes, viz. the two principal Cardinal 
Jigs. If then it be found realonable to allow itthe true office and 
buſineſs of Cardnal Signs, to Diſtinguiſh, Divide, aud Declare, 
not only the Grand parts of the World, but likewiſe the moſt Emi- 

nent and Obſervable Seafory of the Tear, viz. (uch as all the ( rea- 

tion are affeted with, Then, by an Argument, 4 Minori, They 
may molt reaſonably be pre-ſumed to Diſt. z:niſh, and Denote the 


.molt 4Ative and T'rodiziows Ferſons, of any degree, when they 


ſhall- be found polited on the Fzgles of their Genitures. But F'x- 

perience is a moſt conſtant and never failing» *vidence of this 
Trath, as (hall be more fully ſhewn anon. 

We might further confirm unto you the ruth of this Lpher- 
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rifar; or Argument by an Obſervation taken from the moſt com- 
' mon and ordinary ating belonging even to Domefſtick Imploy- 
ments or Hoxſe- keeping. Tis even become a Proverb, that of all 
Drink your March-Beer bears away the Bel. And why ſo? why 
- ſhould March have the Reputation 2 but becauſe the Sz is then 
in the Fquinox, i: e. the chiefelt of the Cardinal Signs. And let 
it be obſerved, I pray you, whether the reſt of the Cardinal 
Points be not alſo pecaliarly influential in this matter ; although 
not fully ſo much as Aries, yet much more then any of the other 
Fight Signs, termed By-corporea), and Fixed. 

d. 23. Nor is it thus in the grand Seaſons of the 7ear only, 
which are marked out by. the Sus progreſs through the Cardinal 
Signs ; but in the peculiar Quarternions of the Moon alſo, as ſhe 
paſles the Fquinoxes and dolſtices : ever remembring, that as 
the Sur hath the greateſt virtue in Aries, the Moor hath moſt 
power in Cancer.

EquinoGial and 
Tropick Signs are the Horoſcopes of the Kingdoms of the World, and 
thoſe are principally ſubje@ to them, who at their beginning (or firſt 
polleſling of them, by Congueſt, or otherwile) had either of then 
Horeſcopical.

form the greateſt and moſt ſtupendious Changes and Alterations. 
They are the greateſt heels in the Celeſtial Clockwork, and all 
the leſſer motions wait, and attend upon them. Moreover S, 
Cancer anJ =. Libra being Cardinal Signs when thoſe ſtately 
Superionur ÞP[anete are gotten therein, they inherit the greateſt 
Authority and Energie which they can poſltbly reach unto, wheres» 
by to Operate upon Jubluraries ; becauſe in thoſe very Signs they 
receive the Dominion of Fxa/tation. The more Potent any Man 
.1s, heis the better enabled to perform his Intentions, and that 
to the moſt Eminent, and Worthy, or unworthy purpoſes. 
$. 27. The prudent Daſſipodivs affures us, Aphor. 79. That, 
 Signa EquineGialia ſentiuntur Domininm habere ſuper ſtatum Le- 
gum, &c. The EquinoTial Signs have Power and Dominion upon 
the Conſtitutions of 7 avs, Religious Rights and Ceremonies, Fe- 
reſeer, Schiſms, &c. What! can Cardinal Signs influence the AGi- 
ons and Afftirs of Kingdoms, Societies, and Conventions of Mem, 
either in Church or State ? and (hall we think them unable to T1n- 
finence, or wing the Aions, Paſſions, and Inclinations of ſingle 
Perſons 8 What Man of Reaſon can be guilty of ſuch a method 
of Reaſoning, with hopes of credit or belief. 
$. 28. Nay, the never to be enough commended Cardar af- 
firms fora Truth, Jeg. 3. Aphor. 117. Comete— In Cardinibus 
Regum Mortes, &c. That Comets (thoſe Heavenly Flames and 
Torches when ever they appear in Cardinal Signs, they betoken 
the Death of Emperours, Princes, Potentates, Kc. Cardinal Signs 
you fee, (till do carry a Signal of Wonder and Amazement in 
them: as if indeed they were not defigned by Cod to take cog- 
 nizance of Mean or Ordinary perſons or matters. Yet further, doth

That 
the Spirits of Vegitables, and the molt," vzgorous Adtions of the 
Wor]d Deſcerd, or loſe their Energie by Cancer ; and that they 
Riſe, and recover freſh ſtrength by Capricorn. And ſurely it is 
not for nothing that the Su (the moſt Glorious Body of the 
World, the viſible Deity, and Fountain of all vital Power) doth 
perambulate annually 23 Degrees and a half, towards the North, 
and as much again towards the Jouth, while this his ſtately, and 
conſtant progreſs is bounded by the two Tropicks, Cancer and Ca- 
pricorn : when as we (ee, that according as is his Acceſſion and 
Receſſion, to, and from thoſe Famous Points, ſo we have the 
targer or lefler Portion of his Preſence 5 our Days are longer or 
fhorter ; we have more or leſs Sunſhine or Shaddow: and ail 
( reatures are more or leſs AFive, Brirkh and Vigorons.

ſaid that there might not be Mer very Famons born into the world, 
without having Cardinal Signs on the Angles of their Genitures. 
:For ſo to affirm, were to make Aſtrology purely to depend upon 
Arbitrary Principles 3 and would be nothing le(s than to berray 
the Intereſt of the whole Art for the ſake of one particular A- 
-phoriſem. A meer madneſs ! And he that ſhall offer to hold, de- 
fend, or plead for ſuch an Opinion, may be juſtly remitted ad 
Antycirgs for a Cure.

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not give my Vote they ſhould therefore be barbarouſly or inhuman. 
ly Butcher'd , Yet, ſure it were nojnjury to the principles of Hu» 
manity, good policy, or of Religion, to have ſyeh perſons kept 
from prejudicing the Government, or of rendring it troubled and 
uneaſy, by preventing the Advancement of ſech into places of 
Truſt and Honour.— For if it be a Trath (and ſure the Sages of 
former times were not all Blizd) that ſome Perſons may be born 
Enemies to a Government; The only way to make them ſo, and 
prove the Stars true, is to capacitate them by Preferment, or great 
places of Truft, to diſturb, and (in time) deſtroy it, Bur, this is a 
String ought to be touch'd very renderly.

their horrid Stories, And yet I muſt tell you that even Wicked 
as well as FPorthy Inſtances, prove the Argument in Q1 eſtion. 

$. 135. Now, I ſay it here again, unleſs my Antagoniſt will be 
pleas'd to produce, or indeed can produce, as many Nativities 
(known tobe true, as theſe I aſſure him are, to a very (mall mat- 
ter, it not abſolutely (o.) Of perſons Born with the Cardinal Signs 
on all the Angles, That have not been Famows in their Lives and 
ATions, 1n One kind or Other,and that to popular Notice ; He muſt 
needs yield the Argument and own the virtue of Cardinal Signs, 
chiefly when poſited upon the Angles of a Nativity.

An Aſtrologer #:2y tell the Propenſion and Inclination 
of a Man from his natural Temperature, and this from the Stars. 
But he cannot from that general Inclination, tell what determinate 
Effes will enſue. He ought to content himſelf with a general Judg- 
ment, and not be definitive in ſpecialcaſes, in particular and indivi- 
dual accidents. This (faith he) is the Deciſion of the great Father 
of Altrologers. 

Unto all which 1 donot know one Aitrologer that will not moſt 
readily ſet his Haxd and Seal. And how then can this make a- 
gainſt Aftrologers ? or any way favour their Adverſaries Cauſe. 

$. 138. Why, (ſays my Oponert) it makes againſt the DoFrine 
of 02ary Queſtions, which deſcend even to the moſt particuler and 
perſonal Afairs.— He goes on, lt this Dodrine of Ptolemy's be 
true, what reſolution is to be expeFed about the Marriage of ſuch 
au Individual C ouple © The particular Events of this Famous Voiage £2 
That Councellors Cauſe 2 This Merchants Adventure That Soul: 
diers Engagement, &c-— And, why did not he put in, of that 
Patients Diſtemper too £ Which ſure he would have done, but 
that he had before granted, That the careful obſerving, and due at- 
tending of the Times of the Heavenly Aſpe@s and Influences, are w- 
ry uſeful in Phyſick. p. 117. And how can they be uſeful in Phy. 

ſick, I pray, and not in other Affairs relating to Health or Pro- 

fit 2 Since the times of the AſpeFs and Influences are Univerſally 

Operarive, and may as well, and as certainly be obſerved in 

Theſe, as in the other. Feaven hath as many Salutiferows AſpeFs, 

and Influences, as it hath Valetudinary : and mult therefore be 

uſeful and effeFive to Mankind, in the One ſence as well as the 

Other, webeing ſubject to both equally.
